No Maturity Through Isolationism 




Dm Sir, • 

In Wednésday's Daily you reprinted an editor- 
ial from the Acadia "Athenaeum" entitled "No Iso- 
lationism Here," together with your own editorial 
commenting on Acadia's stand. 

* May I be permitted here to point out one" fea- 
ture of the Acadian position which was not em- 
phasized in your editorial. You commented justl- 
flaely en the lamentable lack of confidence in the 
reasoning powers of the Canadian student which 
Hit "Athenaeum" displayed, and you pointed out 
the narrow, unthinking fear of the unknown which 
pervaded the article. However, a more Insidious 
and persuasive argument seems to, have escaped 
7«ur attention- It was contained in these lines: 
"After we have developed a national conclous- 
'• Mas and awareness, then and only then can we 
' viden our scope to include others."' 

The average Canadian would tend to applaud 
thkse lints and concede the point in favor of the 
Acadian stand 'against Inviting Communist- students 
to teur Canada. In so doing,' he would be over- 
the most vital problems in Canada 
itrlty for our nation to be found 
high walls around our country, 
Ideas through an official purifier, 
.ib that they may reach the people in a "Canadian" 
(or clean and innocuous) condition? Are Canadians 
as individuals and as a people going to be equipped 
te leàd a more useful and Intelligent life by 
puryutf themselves in their woods, and building 
icades to keep out the arrows of foreign ideas? 
In n)y humblè opinion the breaking down of 
etween nations is a much greater indl- 
the maturity of man than the building 
of artificial barriers which hide man from his fel- 
lows, And breed Ignorance between men. It is only 





too obvious today that Ignorance of one's fellows 
leads to prejudice; prejudice to distrust: 'and dis- 
trust to Hobbes' "continual fear, and danger of vio- 
lent "death; and the life of man. solitary, poore, 
nasty, brutish, and short." 

A barren land, no mailer how vast, cannot 
produce a 'good crop if there be few seeflj sown, 
and no fertilizer be used to enrich the poor 
ground. In Canada's case, the seeds are the people, 
and the fertilizer Is the ideas, cultures." and tradi- 
tions of other countries. It is a mistake to think 
that national cultures grow independently and in 
a self-sufficient manner. Like q plant, a national 
culture may be planfcd and nourished in the 
ground of lis native land, but it must dépend also 
for Its growth on the international food of water, 
oxygen, 'and sun. On the surface at lea.it, the 
Massey Report might seem to have neglected this 
fact, since the International tics necessary for a 
valuable Canadian culture are not stressed as they 
, might be. 

It should like to quote two verses from "To 
the Canadian Poets" by* Raymond Souster, who 
comments caustically on what isolationism has 
done to Canadian poetry in the past: 
"Come ray little eunuchs, my little virgins, 
'It is time you were home and in bed; 
The wind is strong and cold on the streets 
• And It Is almost eleven o'clock. 

"Go find your house and insert the key and put 

* down the night-lock. 
Undress with the blinds down and touch the pll 

lows, and dream 
Of Plckthall walking hand In hand with her fairies
